Heroism ot Despatch Riders 


The dispatch riders who are coming 


down to Orange Elver from Kimberley 
are performing thrilling feats. 
They 


ride through the Boer lines under cover 
of the darkness and will get to Orange 
River without taking any rest, save for 
a change of horses. The distance is 60 
miles. 


One rider who rode into Kimberley 


last Frday was chased 17 miles by the 
Boers, narrowly escaping with his life. 
This same man returned safely with 
dispatches to Orange River today. 


When he had reached a point thirty 


miles from Kimberley his horse fell 
and kicked two fingers of the man's 
hand against a rock, but dispite his 
painful wound the gallant fellow made 
a good journey there.

"Ladysmith. Oct. 24, 9 p. m.—Informa 


tion received yesterday showed that th 
Boers had established themselves, in 
considerable numbers, in an exceedingly 
strong position west of the main road 
leading from Ladysmith to Dundee. 


"I had also Information that the Dun 


dee force, formerly commanded by Gen 
eral Symons, and, since his wound, com- 
manded by General Yule, was falling 
back on Ladysmith, by way of ' tht 
Helpmakaar road, Betth and the val 
.leys of the Waschbank and Sunday 
rivers, and was expected to reach Sun- 
day river valley today. 


"I therefore moved out with a strong 


force to cover the movements of Yule's 
column. 
The enemy was discovered 


about seven miles outside of Ladysmith 
in a position of exceptional natura 
strength, west of the road. 
When he 


saw that preparations were being- made 
against him, he open*d fire with one 
gun, with-great accuracy. 


"Our 
artillery soon got into position, 


and the gun was silenced. 
Our troops 


were ordered to occupy a strong ridge, 
parallel to the enemy's position, but 
nearer tfie'road. 


"I confined my efforts to occupying 


him and hitting: him hard enough to pre- 
vent .his taking action against Yule's 
column. 
Numbers of the enemy fled 


to the west, and the firing had practical- 
ly ceased at 2 o'clock." , 


The Cape Town correspondent of The 


Daily Mail, telegraphing at 9:45 p. m. 
yesterday, says: General Yule has per- 
formed a brilliant strategical movement. 
By a swift march to the south, leaving 
Glencoe empty, he had effected a junc- 
tion of his forces with those of General 
White, slightly to the north of Lady- 
smith. 
The two are now in a position 


to offer battle. I believe tfie first at- 
tack will ~ be made on the large Free 
State force, which entered Natal by way 
of Tentwa pass, and which has since 
been harrassmg Ladysmith. 
The mil- 


itary authorities decided that by join- 
ing their forces, the two generals would 
be better able to cope with one large 
f orea at a time than by having two small 
detachments to oppose simultaneously 
two big Boer forces. Accordingly, after 
defeating the Free State troops, they 
will offer battle to Commandant Gen- 
eral Joubert Only 40 miles separate the 
two Boer forces. 
Hence the need for 


swift and telling action. 
The two sec- 


tions of the Boer army, together, out- 
liumucj.- the entire British force by three 
to one. 
Hard fighting is certain at a 


very early date. Our men are confident, 
and there is much enthusiasm. 
The 


fighting today outside Ladysmith was 
a mere crush. 
The losses on neither 


side were significant. It was merely an 
artillery duel, in which the Boers came 
off decidedly the worst.

They have suffered

have since escaped. 
They report that 


they were well treated by the Boera, and 
that, in collecting and assisting the 
wounded, Boers and British seem to 
have been mutually helpful. 


of the Orange Free Mate has issued a 
proclamation annexing that part of 
Cape Colony which is north of the Vaal 
river. This means Griqualand west and 
Bachuanaland, and is apparently in con- 
sequence of the^'ree's'tate forces having 
seized the railway and all stations not th 
of Knnberley except Mafeklng, unless 
Mafekmg has fallen since the last news 
from there, which is a week old.

FOREST 
FIRES AND 
WATER 
FAMINE 


Have Caused Much Suffering and Heavy Dam 


age In Portions of Pennsylvania. 


BeUefonte, Pa., Oct. 25.—It la five 


weeks since rain has fallen in this sec- 
tion, and the forests in the centre of the 
county are being swept Dy fire. Yes- 
terday morning fire tMirted on the Al- 
leghauy mountain and the flames soon 
spread over thousands of acres of land, 
destroying many thousands of dollars' 
worth of beat quality of lumber. 
The 


mountain east of Snowshoe is a seeth- 
ing mass of flames. Hunting campa 
have been abandoned, and woodsmen on 
lumber jobs have dropped their work 
and turned to saving the saw mills from 
destruction. 
In different parts of the 


country people are fighting hard to keep 
the flames from reaching their homes.' 
There have been many instances of fam- 
ilies narrowly escaping serious Injury 
from the flames. 


Carbondale, Pa., Oct 25.—This section 


of the «tate has had very little rain for 
many weeks, and as a result a severe 
water famine prevails. 
At Olyphant 


there Is no water in the mains, and the 
electric light station and several col- 
lieries have been abut down becaum of 
scarcity of water. 
The Ontario and 


Western railroad is running water trains 
from Belmont to Olyphant, a distance ol 
25 miles, in order to give water for drink- 
ing purposes and to keep the loco- 
motives going. 


In several sections of the-county forest 


fires are burning, endangering houses 
and coal breakers, and the fires cannot 
be quenched because of lack of water. 


At Jemmyn the flames crept to within 


a few rods of the Moosic Powder com- 
pany's plant, and were there checked 
after much trouble. At this place, the 
flames came within 29 f«»t of the large 
Klotoz silk mill, Which employs about 
1000 persons. 


At Forest City, five miles above, here, 


two houses on the outskirts of the town 
were destroyed. 


The fiie on the mountain extends frora 


Forest City, south, a distance of 17 miles. 
Much valuable timber has been de- 
stroyed.

PENDING JGHT YEARS 


Claims Eesulting from Seizure 


of Sealers to be Arbitrated 


Washington, Oct. 25.—'Russia, has at 


last agreed to arbitrate with the United 
States the claims resulting from the 
seizure of sealers in Bering Sea,-which 
havs been pending for about eight years. 
A protocol between the two governments 
has been drawn up, the final formalities 
are expected t9 be concluded next month, 
and the arbitration will probably take 
the form of the Venezuelan court. 


The claims against Russia originated 


in the seizure by the Kussdan authorities 
Oft the coast of Siberia of three Ameri- 
can 
sealing vesselsi. The Damages 


claimed aggregate about $150,000. The 
vessels were the James Hamilton Lewis, 
.the Cape Horn Pigeon and the C. H. 
White. In each case the largest itenn of 
the claim is on account of the sufferings 
of the American officers and crew while 
under arrest. The cases differ from 
those claims presented by British) seal- 
ers, which wer* settled by the Behring 
Sea arbitration, in the fact that while 
the British vessels were' seized by the 
American revenue cutters on what the 
arbitration commission declared to be 
the high seas, the Russian men-of-war 
seized these American, sealers within 
seven miles of the Asiatic coast. It is a 
matter of interest that for the first time 
the Russian government contends that 
the marine jurisdiction of a country «t- 
tenda at least this distance from the 
.shore line instead of being limited to a 
marine length, M laid down by the older 
.writers on International law. The league 
was fixed originally because it repre- 
eented the extreme distance from shore 
that a shot could be thrown by one of 
the old cannon used in coast defense, 
and the Russians hold that the limit 
Should be extended to correspond to the 
Increased sea, range of modern ordnance. 


Russia'has always taken an advanced 


position in preserving her seal herds, 
and has more stringent laws and regu- 
lations in that direction than any of tlte 
countries Interested. 
Un<J»r the Rus- 


sian system a zone 30 miles wide is es- 
tablished around the seal islands be- 
longing to the empire. 
A British or 


Japanese sealer cannot operate within 
the zone, except to buy skins of the 
Russian inhabitants of the islands. The 
Russians themselves are permitted to 
kill only bachelor seals, it being against 
strict regulations to kill a female or 
pup seal. 
They are allawed to kill a 


bachelor seal only when he is on land, 
it being forbidden to kill any manner of 
seal in the water. 
The Russian au- 


thorities gee that these regulations are 
enforced. 
A fleet of government ahlps 


patrols the 30-mile zone, and any foreign 
sealer who attempts to operate within 
thwe limits Is »?lzed. 


to Yladivostock, ffi&ir catch confiscated, 
and severe punishment inflicted. 
This 


has led to. many protests, but Russia 
maintained her rigid regulations against 
foreigner within the 30-mile zone. 


One notable case was that of Captain. 


Johnson of the sailing schooner Emma 
Of Junean, Alaska, who says his ves- 
sel encountered heavy weather and was 
blown into the Ochotsk Sea. A Russian 
cfuister overhauled her. 
The Russians 


claimed he was after seals and seized 
the vessel and crew, taking them to 
Saghalien. 
The prisoners, 10 in num- 


ber, were confined in a ceil 12 by 16, in 
which were 45 men all told. After be- 
ing confined six months, the prisoners 
were taken to Vladivostock for trial. 
This was a farce they say. They were 
convicted and sentenced to serve six 
months each. The "Vladivostosk prison 
was little better than that at Saghalien. 
Finally their sentence was served and 
they were released without money or 
food. 
The Russians rcljsed to do any- 


thing for them. 
At the end of 11 days 


a merchant raised a purse, which paid 
their passage to Nagasaki, whence they 
were sent to Yokohama by tlje Ameriqan 
consul. 
They asked the United States 


to compel Russia to pay an indemnity, 
basing their claim on the unwarrant- 
able seizure of their vessel. 


Another case was that of the ship 


Dahlia, cleared by a United States con- 
sular officer, but manned with a Japan- 
ese crfew. They attertpted to take seals 
on the Russian islands.

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LIFE IN THE BOER CAPITAL, 


HOUGH Pretoria, the capital of the 
South African Republic, is a town 
of less than 10.000 inhabitants, it is 
present one of the moat important 


objectionable features of the Boer em- 
bodied in its buildings and general lay- 
out; Such is very-far from the truth, 
thanks to the energetic and progres- 


\ 


low and flat and monotonous veldt wel- 
come trees change the character of the 
scenery, and in a pleasant valley, kept 
green by springs of clear water which 
ripple In little runnels down the sides 
of every roadway,\ nestles the capital of 
the South African Republic. It is a 
town of trees and hedges and flowers. 
It has wide avenues and good buildings 
and can boast of the modernity of elec- 
tric lights. 


A common sight in the streets of 


Pretoria is a gang of convicts engaged 
in roadmaking. The prisoners are al- 
ways guarded by a white warder, arm- 
ed with a revolver, and a Kaffir con- 
stable bearing a rifle. Some of these 
prisoners are white, but most of them 
are obstreperous blacks undergoing 
punishment for their sins of the past. 


Kaffir prisoners, to wear convict dress 
marked with a conspicuous number, 
nor are their heads shaved close like 
the blacks. 


Public executions are a very common 


occurrence in Pretoria and do not seem 
to arouse 
the slightest excitement 


among the citizens. Since it is a crime 
punishable by death for a black to 
deal in illicit liquor, many a poor Kaffir 
is strung up for getting mixed up in 
the making of native "moonshine 
whisky." The public gallows stand in 
the garden of the city jail and the state 
artillery attends all executions. There 
is no official executioner, the execution 
ceremony being performed by prisoners 
of good behavior, who thus earn their 
liberty and are put across the border. 
There is a custom at these Pretoria exe-

In 
this connection there seems to be a 
general idea that Pretoria is a raw and 
inpleasing frontier town, with all the

The greatest drawback "about Pre- 


toria, as is the case with the rest of 
the Transvaal, is its railway connec- 
tion. South African railways are the 
slowest in the world. The Boer is not 
a fast traveling man, and he will not 
allow others to travel fast while within 
his gates. To travel 220 miles in two 
days is not a very remarkable record 
from the American standpoint. Yet 
such a run is a thing to wonder at 
when it occurs in ths Transvaal. But 
it is only the mail trains that travel at 
such a reckless rate of speed, since the 
freight trains going the same distance 
do the trip in five days. Most Boers, 
one is not surprised to find, make their 
wills before going on a railway journey, 
for the ordinary Transvaal engine leaves 
the track about once an hour. In fact, 
among railway men on the notorious 
Beira railway there is a tradition that 
in the early days the best .driver on 
that line performed the remarkable feat 
of traveling tffe whole length of the 
line and ran his train off the metals 
only 23 times. 


ENGLISH OFFICERS IN AFRICA. 
JAPAN'S MINERAL WATER. 


Here are a few of the types of officers who have been sent out by England 


to meet the forces of the Boers. These officers were sent to Ladysmith camp, 
at the front, early in the history of the South African Republic trouble, so 
that by the time they are ready to return home they will probably count 
among them a few military heroes. But the Boers, it must be remembered, 
are very keen- marksmen and have always shown in the past a hankering 
for picking' off officers at long range. 
DEBATE IN BASUTO PARLIAMENT. 


Here is a meeting of the most extraordinary parliament, perhaps, that ever 


came together to discuss state affairs. • This congregation of ebony skinned 
politicians is the Kaffir parliament of Basutoland, which lies to the northeast 
of Cape Colony, and Is consequently intimately associated with the present 
African muddle. These Basutog number over 200,000, and occupy the finest 
(rain and grass producing territory in South Africa. 
The capital of the 


country is Maseru, with a population of 600, and it is here that the native par- 
liament meets to discuss matters of state. Basutoland Is really a British pro- 
tectorate, but the imperial authorities interfere very little with the liberties 
and ways of the natives, the only white official being a resident commissioner 
who levies a very small "hut tax" on the natives in return for which they re- 
eelvis the protection of British troops along their frontier. 


This picture shows a busy establishment at Tansania, Japan, where .the far 


famed "Tansan Water" of the east is bottled and prepared for shipment. Tan- 
sania is noted for its health giving springs, and each summer becomes a resort 
where the effete fashionables of the land of the chrysanthemum congregate to 
"take the waters." Tansan water is now one of the most popular mineral wa- 
ters used in the east, and those English and American residents in China and 
Japan who have once drunk it much prefer it to the ordinary soda water of 
the Anglo-Saxon. The business of bottling the waters at the springs has be- 
come quite an important one for the Jap, nearly 50 men and women now being 
engaged in the Industry.

CANADA'S NEW MOTE 


Canada's new proposition with ref er- 


fence to the Alaskan boundary question 
comes as a. surprise to the United 
States officials. Our neighbors to the 
north are now willing to arbitrate the 
boundary matter similar to the arbi- 
tration oi ius Vcnasuelar. boundary 
affair in which ex-President Harrison 
so prominently figured. As a pre- 
liminary they are ready to concede the 
town of Dyea and Skaguay to the Unit- 
ed States, providing the United States 
gives them Pyramid Harbor, a port of 
entry to be free from United States 
control. This is much more of a con- 
cession from Canada than, was expect- 
ed. The town named and the port 
mentioned have been claimed as within 
Canadian territorial rights and would 
be Canadian property •ware the bound- 
ary line to be drawn as Canada has 
claimed. To offer to trade Dyea and 
Skaguay for Pyramid Harbor puts the 
towns in the doubtful column and prac- 
tically admits United States right in 
Pyramid Harbor. But this is neither 
here nor there, "What Canada wants 
and what England wants is a free port 
on what has been accepted, until the 
arising of the present controversy, as 
United States sea coast 
T<> iiavc a 


port there is much more valuable to 
Canada and England than to retain the 
lands they are now willing to relinquish 
sovereignty over. Canada wants the 
port for its commercial value and Eng- 
land wants it for its value as a naval 
base. And probably the present war 
conditions have done a good deal to in- 
duce England and Canada to their 
present position in this boundary mat- 
ter. Besides, it is not at all unlikely 
T.hat the era of good feeling BOW on 
aetween England and the United States 
has something to do with putting the 
empire in the frame of mind to get 
over this boundary trouble as easily as 
possible. However, the fact must not 
be lost sight oi that England and Can- 
tla want the port more than anything 
else and that concessions which do not 
concede the port to the United States 
are aot concessions yielding up much 
that is vital to the Canadian or British 
governments. 


•TUJB SOUTH AFRICAN SITUATION 


The deep public interest aow aroused 


Jn the situation in South Africa maken 
a word of explanation admissable If 
not valuable. 


The correct condition of affairs was 


given to U>e people of Northern Berk- 
shire in last evening's Transcript and 
the morning papers, as usual, were 
unable to add anything of value to it. 
The value of the Associated Press as a 
reliable news gathering agency was 
never more strikingly illustrated in 
these parts than it was last evening. 
The evening papers, not exclusive 
members of the Associated Press for 
their home fields, published in town and 
out of town and read by the people of 
this section to a limited extent con- 
tained nothing but alarming rumors 
served up as facts. The local evening 
papers, the Transcript being a con- 
spicuous exception, coming from the 
press late in the afternoon did not con- 
tain i. line in addition to the sensa- 
tional stuft that was printed in the 
evening edition of the New Tork Jour- 
nal pulled from its presses ' in New 
York in the forenoon in time for copies 
to reach this territory early in the eve- 
ning. It was left for the Transcript, 
exclusive member of the Associated 
Press, to inform the people of Northern 
Berkshire of General White's engage- 
ment with the Free State Boers and 
the confidently expected Junction of the 
British forces under Generals White 
and Yule, thus putting the British In 
the best defensive position against 
tbeir outnumbering foe. Tito Tran-

script reported the delicate situation at 
Kimberley, but did not declare it bad 
fallen as the papers which Indulged In 
rumors did. The Transcript was also 
able to print the news from Baden- 
Powell

train fight near Mafeking. In addi- 
tion to this important war information, 
not a line of which was contained In 
our contemporaries not members of the 
Associated Press, the Transcript last 
evening printed Canada/a new proposi- 
tion in the Alaskan boundary dispute 
and Russia's consent to arbitrate the 
sealing claims with the United States. 
These important pieces ot news com- 
prised the leading information con- 
tained in the large city newspapers 
reaching North Adams today. 


The explanation we set out to make 


was an explantion concerning the war 
situation in Africa, There are three lo- 
calities prominent in the war—the ter- 
ritory containing the nearby cities of 
Ladysmith. and Dundee and Camp 
Glencoe, the territory at Kimberley and 
the territory at Mafeking. The Lady- 
smith, territory is in Natal and is where 
the main body of the Boera are massed 
under their commander-in-chief, G&ot- 
eral Joubert It was in this territory 
that the battles of Glencoe and Elarods- 
laagte were fought. Probably not over 
20 miles separate these battlefields. The 
forces under Yule, after Symons fell, 
were opposed by a main part of Jou- 
bert's force, and, situated between 
Yule's troops and White's troops near 
Ladysmith is a strong force of Free 
State Boere, occupying that posiion to 
prevent If possible! the junction of 
Yule's and White's men. White, know- 
in® of Yule'a desire to march, skmth 
from Dundee to unite with him> yester- 
day engaged the obstructing Free State 
force successfully to 
cover 
Yule's 


southward march. It is reported that 
Yule's mov.e was successfully accom- 
plished and, that now the united Brit- 
ish force near Ladysmith are prepared 
to give battle, first to the Free State 
Boera that Yule eluded, and next to 
the main Transvaal army under Jou- 
bert. It is the plan to take these singly 
before they unite as together they 
would. outnumber the British, three to 
one. A great battle is hourly expected 
there. 


The Kimberley and Mafeking points 


are each fully 300 mileg away from 
Ladysmith, clear across country, and 
in British territory to the extreme west 
of the Transvaal and the Orange Free 
State. A line running south from Mafe- 
king to Kimberley would be about 250 
milea long. The situation at Mafe- 
king and Kimberley is obscured. The 
latest authentic news from Mafeking 
was contained in Colonel Baden-Pow- 
ell's dispatch about the armored, train 
fight. This dispatch bore the date the 
15th. The latest authentic news from 
Kimberley bore the date the %'M, and 
reported all well. These points are 
threatened by Comparatively strong 
bodies of the enemy, but the great bat- 
tle x>oint is on the field with White 
and Yule.

This Cify Asked to Take Sides in

The local board of assessors baa not

PHILIPPINES CAMPAIGN. 


Object of Recent Operations Ex- 


plained by Secretary Root. 


GENERAL OTIS' POLIO! IHDOESED. 


to Be Opeaetl IB Earnest 


u Soon a* ta« Floods S«b»ld« and 
the Earth I» Dry-v*m»le ProvUloa 
Made For Care o* the Stole aa* 
Wound**. 
Preparations for the opening of the 


campaign in tbe Philippines have been 
nearly completed, but no definite date 
for the beginning of a general move- 
ment has been decided upon, says a 
Washington dispatch to tbe New York 
Sou. Secretary Root said recently that 
it is Impossible to tell when the coun- 
try will have sufficiently recovered 
from tbe rains to admit of the begin- 
ning of the campaign. All arrange- 
ments have been made for the ad- 
vance, and General Otis is only wait- 
ing for tbe floods to subside and tbe 
earth to dry before inaugurating the 
fall operations. 


Secretary Boot explained tbe other 


day for the first time tbe reason for 
the recent activity against the Filipinos 
in Luzon. He indorsed General Otis' 
policy regarding these operations and 
said that General Otis is thoroughly 
opposed to a policy of capturing and 
giving up towns. "He has firmly op- 
posed tbe sending of troops into battle 
to take places which it was not intend- 
ed they should hold. There are peculiar 
conditions in the Philippines. Our 
troops cannot live in water up to their 
waists. The whole country is flooded, 
and during tbe rainy season our sol- 
diers must be quartered in some kind 
of barracks. We are holding certain 
lines, and to do so it ie necessary that 
•we occupy towns where proper quar- 
ters can be provided. 


"While occupying these places the in- 


surgents were annoying, and it became 
necessary to chastise them. They were 
driven some distance beyond our lines, 
and in pursuing t'aem our troops enter- 
ed other places. They could not remain 
In these towns, owing to the absence 
of proper quarters, and having accom- 
plished their purposes of driving the 
enemy beyond the established military 
lines returned to their former stations, 
That is why towns taken by Ameri- 
cans have not always been occupied." 


Secretary Root said that recently 


some of the operations had also a sig- 
nificance as relating to the movement 
now being conducted by General Law- 
ton. He said that General Otis did not 
deem it wise to operate very far north 
without having a base of supplies and 
that San Isidro would probably be held 
as such a base. As to tbe preparations 
tor supplying the American army when 
tbe campaign opens, Secretary Root 
said that noticing was being left un- 
done to provide everything for the 
proper conduct of tbe campaign. About 
a month ago he made special Inquiry 
Into the facilities of the medical de- 
partment at Manila, and is fully satis- 
fied that every provision is being made 
for tbe proper care of the sick and 
wounded. 


Asked about Colonel Woodhull's re- 


quest for additional surgeons and fe- 
male nurses, he replied, "When his re- 
quest was received at the department, 
more than the number he asked for 
had already been ordered and were on 
the way to Manila," 


It was learned that Colonel Wood- 


hull cabled Oct 10 a requisition for 20 
medical officers and SO additional fe- 
male nurses. He said, "Can use twice 
as many." General Sternberg replied 
that 13 commissioned medical officers 
and 40 acting assistant surgeons were 
already on the way to the Philippines 
or under order. This IB in addition to 
tbe regimental surgeons going with the 
.volunteer regiments. Thirty female 
nurses asked for were Immediately or- 
dered and will leave New York, begin- 
ning Nov. 1. 


The question of hospital accommoda- 


tion in anticipation of tbe needs of the 
enlarged army in the Islands has been 
settled by the adoption of General 
Otis' recommendation that additional 
hospitals be constructed of bamboo 
and hospital tents erected. A report 
just received from Colonel Woodhnll 
describes tbe hospital accommodations 
existing at Manila at this time. The 
first reserve hospital has been Increas- 
ed by the use of tents GO as to accom- 
modate 1,500 beds. 
The second re- 


serve hospital is located in a seminary 
building and has accommodation for 
850 bedb, with supplementary wards in 
a Spanish barracks for provision for 
250 cases and a possible 800. At Cor- 
regidor island, 30 miles from Manila, 
there is a convalescent hospital which 
under favorable conditions will accom- 
modate 25 patients.' In addition to 
these hospitals, the hospital ships Mis- 
souri and Relief, now on the way to 
Manila, are to be held there and con- 
verted Into floating hospitals, having 
an aggregate capacity of 600 cases. 
They will be In charge of a trained 
corps of medical officers and nurses. 


The preparations made by the*war 


department contemplate provision for 
8,000 sick and convalescent, these be- 
ing considered ample to meet all re- 
quirements after the opening cf the 
campaign. 
Medical supplies by the 


tons have been shipped on the trans- 
ports, and, though 100 tons on the 
Morgan City proved a complete loss, 
the order was immediately duplicated 
in San Francisco, and the supplies are 
now on the way to the Philippines. 
For the troops in the field an increased 
corps of hospital men has been order- 
ed. There are ROW in the Philippines 
nearly 2,000 hospital corps men, and, 
with those on the way and under or- 
ders, the corps will be increased to 
8,000 before the beginning of hostili- 
ties.

for the control of the cases.

Superior Court News

MrS.

papers ran back to 1828, when a "pitch" 
of the land was made by one Mix 
Turner, under the original proprietors.

Too Many Street Lights Broken 


The nuisance of the malicious break- 


ing of street electric lamp globes has 
grown so great in Pittsfield that the 
board of public works of that city has 
decided to offer a reward of $25 for in- 
formation leading to the arrest and 
conviction of any person maliciously 
breaking lamps used for lighting the 
htreets of the city. 


The same trouble has been experi- 


enced in this city, but not to such an 
extent 
apparently as in Pittsfield. 


Lamps are broken by being stoned, 
shot at and smas_hed with sticks and 
butt ends of whips. It frequently hap- 
pens that not only the lamp, but the 
socket holding it is broken^ sometimes 
opening the cjrcujt and extinguishing 
all the lamps on that line.

flie Wealth of the Hills 


People in western Massachusetts will 


watch with interest the operation of 
the Berkshire Mining and Milling com- 
pany, a corporation organized under 
Maine laws, and having a paid in cap- 
ital of $50,000. The company has pur- 
chased this week l£n acres of land of 
Alexander Fontaine of Heath and 80 
acres from J. W. Tinkham, of the same 
town. The deeds state the considera- 
tion for the land to be $1 and other 
valuable considerations. The revenue 
stamps on the deeds, however, would 
seem to indicate that Mr. Fontaine re- 
ceived $3,000 and Mr. Tmkham $2,000. 


Work will be commenced at once in 


what is called the Tinkham mine. From 
the veins of ore on the two farms it 
is hoped to secure copper, sulphur ore 
and black lead. 


The success of the Davis mine in 


Rowe. less than a mile distant from the 
two farms, suggests what may be a 
possibility for the new mine. 
The 


Davis mine has coined many thousand 
dollars for its owners. 


Back in 1840 it was known to the res- 


idents of Rowe that iron pyrites ore 
was to be found adjacent to the county 
road on the old Brown farm. In 1880 
and 1SS1 the manufacture of sulphuric 
acid, from pyrites l)ec;an to assume 
considerable proportions. 


H. J. Davis became aware of the 


vein of pyrites, secured control of the 
property, and in the spring of 1882 be- 
gan operations which, have continued 
without intermission, until the present 
time, day. and night. Something like 
200 men have steady employment and 
from SOOa to 4000 tons of pyrites are 
shipped monthly. 


Apparently the Davis mine cannot be 


exhausted. If the new company should 
build 
up a business anywhere ap- 


proaching that of the Davis company, 
it would do much for Heath. 


Scarlet Fever Gases 


Two new cases of scarlet fever were 


reported to the board of health this 
morning, both being mild cases. Two 
old cases have recovered and the fami- 
lies will be released from quarantine 
this afternoon. Two cases of measles 
were also reported today. 


There is considerable scarlet fever in 


the city, but the disease appears in a 
very mild form and there is evidently 
little danger if all concerned «vill ex- 
ercise due caution. Every case, no mat- 
ter how light, should be promptly re- 
ported to the board of health, that 
proper steps may be. taken to prevent 
the spread of the disease.
